OPEN THE BOOKS. 


The Senate investigating committee has brought 
out much valuable information, some of it corrective 
of earlier testimony and pointing to still more val- 
vuable information. But there ought to be no need of 
an investigation. The committees of both parties 
should open their books to the public. 


As political bodies seeking public confidence and 
trust as administrators of government, they should 
be frank with the public. They should come before 
the bar of public opinion with hands clean of cor- 
ruption, of surreptitious effort to buy the election. 

Both profess innocence. Both declare that they 
are collecting only enough funds for the legitimate 
purposes of the campaign. They should prove their 
innocence by placing all their books and papers be- 
fore the public. They should seek opportunity to sub- 
mit their books to the Senate committee and the 
public. 

It is particularly incumbent upon the Democratic 
committee to show their books. The Democratic can- 
didate for the presidency has made charges of col- 
lecting a corruption fund and of corrupt purposes on 
the part of the Republicans. Assuming that his 
charges are true, he has no right to make them un- 
less his own party’s hands are clean. 

It is his duty to show that the Democrats have no 
corruption fund and are collecting no more than is 
necessary to conduct a legitimate campaign. 

It is his duty to insist that the treasurer of the 
Democratic National Committee and all the 
agents and officers of the party make public 
every collection and expenditure of the campaign and 
every document bearing upon campaign collections 
and expenditures. 

If the Democratic committees make a clean breast 
as to campaign funds, the Republican committees can- 
not refuse to do so without confession of corrupt pur- 
poses. Gov. Cox and Senator Harding should issue 
these instructions at once. 
Full, voluntary publicity would simplify and ex- 
pedite the Senate committee’s work. It would sit as 
a recording body to verify the statements and 
strengthen them with an oath of accuracy. This 
course would in a measure make up for the lack of a 
law compelling publicity which should be in the 
statute books before the next presidential campaign.

Some people are wondering whether we are 
going to be able to regain our former position 
as one of the great sea-trading nations, notwith- 
standing we have the ships as a consequence 
of the war. We imagine we are, if we can have 
manufactured goods to send in them to foreign 
ports. Otherwise we can’t do anything with a 
big merchant marine. We are the world’s great- 
est creditor nation, and only foreign trade can 
save us from stagnation. Stagnation has set in 
already at Detroit, where mechanics without 
work are getting out by thousands. England, 
which knows more about sea trade than any 
other country, collected her debts on the conti- 
nent after the Napoleonic wars in the manu- 
factured goods of conquered nations and sold 
these goods all over the seven seas. It was that 
stratagem which made England's merchant ma- 
rine the greatest in the world. The United 
States ought to be increasing her industrial out- 
put against the necessity of selling in foreign 
markets.

NDER the pressure of the competitive motive,

F WE accept the opinion of a man prominent 
in German politics as to the cause of the recent
